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KOREA IN 30TH GA - 

AT MEETING OF COSPONSORS OF FRIENDLY RESOLUTION ON KOREA, THE 
JAPANESE AGREED TO INTRODUCE THE RESOLUTION IN COMMITTEE 1, USDEL 
AGREED TO UNDERTAKE FLOOR MANAGEMENT, AND A DEPUTATION WAS 
DESIGNATED TO APPROACH CHAIRMAN GHORRA (LEBANON) ABOUT THE SPEAKERS 
LIST. AMB SHERER URGED VIGOROUS LOBBYING EFFORT. ROK FOREIGN 
MINISTER KIM WAS INSCRIBED AS FIRST SPEAKER AT FIRST MEETING; 

ALGERIA INSISTED THAT, AS A UN MEMBER, IT BE ALLOWED TO BUMP ROK, 

AND THE CHAIRMAN IS UNDERSTOOD TO HAVE ACCEDED TO ALGERIA'S 
DEMAND. NOTING THAT THE NORTH KOREAN FOREIGN MINISTER HAD BEEN 
ALLOWED TO SPEAK FIRST IN 1974, THE COSPONSORS DECIDED THAT 
BARBADOS. LIBERIA, BELGIUM AND JAPAN SHOULD APPROACH GHORRA 
ABOUT THIS. (THOSE DELEGATIONS AND FRG OFFERED GHORRA TWO 
OPTIONS, AND HE IS REPORTEDLY CONSIDERING AND INCLINING TOWARD 
ALGERIA, JAPAN, ROK AND DPRK AS ORDER OF SPEAKERS AT FIRST 
MEETING.) 

SEPARATELY, AMB SHERER REVIEWED US POSITION ON KOREA FOR PERM 
REPS OF KUWAIT, UAR AND YAR. BISHARA (KUWAIT) SAID KUWAIT 
WILL PROBABLY FOLLOW LAST YEAR'S PATTERN OF VOTING IN FAVOR OF 
"NON-ALIGNED" DRAFT BECAUSE GOK HAD RESPONSIBILITY TO SUPPORT 
POSITIONS OF THAT GROUP ON SUCH ISSUES. HE THOUGHT POINTS IN 
ALGERIAN DRAFT WERE REASONABLE DEMANDS. THROUGHOUT MOST OF 
CONVERSATION BISHARA ENGAGED IN A RAPID-FIRE CRITICISM OF 
US POLICIES TOWARD THE ARAB COUNTRIES, AND STATED THAT U.S. 

ATTEMPTS IN COMMITTEE 3 TO "MUZZLE" THE ARAB-SPONSORED RESOLUTION 
WHICH WOULD DETERMINE ZIONISM IS A FORM OF RACISM WOULD AFFECT 
ARAB ATTITUDES ON KOREA. MAKKI (YAR) LAUNCHED INTO IMPASSIONED 
DEFENSE OF YAR POSITION, PUTTING ENTIRE BLAME ON SOUTH KOREA. 

HE SAID YAR WARNED ROK LAST YEAR THAT UNLESS IT PRODUCED 
TANGIBLE EVIDENCE OF ITS DESIRE FOR COOPERATION BY ESTABLISH- 
ING A PERMANENT PRESENCE IN YEMEN AND A MEANINGFUL ECONOMIC AID 
PROGRAM, YAR WOULD HAVE NO REASON TO ADOPT A MORE BALANCED 
POSITION BETWEEN THE TWO KOREAS; ROK HAD NOT DONE SO, AND 
THERE WAS NO WAY FOR YEMEN TO CHANGE ITS POSITION AND STILL 
MAINTAIN ITS DIGNITY. HUMAIDAN (UAE) SAID UAE HAD BEEN SUBJECTED 
TO INTENSE PRESSURES FROM SUCH ARAB STATES AS ALGERIA AND FROM 
NORTH KOREANS, AND UAE WAS EXPLAINING ITS POLICY OF ABSTAINING 
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REFLECTED MAINLY ITS GOOD RELATIONS WITH THE U.S. AFTER AMB 
SHERER ASKED FOR SUPPORT ON PRIORITY, HUMAIDAN REPLIED THAT 
PROCEDURAL QUESTIONS IN THE UN OFTEN TOOK ON POLITICAL ASPECTS, 

BUT AGREED TO CONSULT HIS FOREIGN MINISTER. HE REMARKED THAT 
BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) COULD BE OF CONSIDERABLE HELP ON 
PROCEDURAL ISSUES. 

MOROCCAN FOREIGN MINISTER LARAKI SAID MOROCCO WOULD ABSTAIN ON 
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PRIORITY IN ORDER TO KEEP IN STEP WITH THIRD WORLD SOLIDARITY AND 
RETAIN SUPPORT OF THOSE THIRD WORLD MEMBERS BACKING THE "HOSTILE" 
RESOLUTION WHO BACK MOROCCO ON THE SHARAN QUESTION, AND WOULD 
SUPPORT ON SUBSTANCE "THAT RESOLUTION ADVANCING THE PRINCIPLE OF 
DIALOGUE." HE SAID THE "FRIENDLY" RESOLUTION WOULD BE ACCORDED 
PRIORITY, AND, ON ITS PASSAGE, THE "HOSTILE" DRAFT WOULD NOT COME 
TO A VOTE. MALAWI CONFIRMED SUPPORT FOR THE "FRIENDLY" RESOLUTION 
ON PRIORITY AND SUBSTANCE AND THAT IT WILL OPPOSE THE "HOSTILE"

COMORO ISLANDS APPLICATION FOR UN MEMBERSHIP - 

IN SECURITY COUNCIL CONSULTATIONS ON OPTIMUM TIME FOR SC 
CONSIDERATION OF THE COMOROS APPLICATION FOR ADMISSION TO THE UUN, 
PRESIDENT RYDBECK (SWEDEN) NOTED THAT "NEXT WEEK WE MUST DEVOTE 
TO THE SYG'S REPORT ON UNEF" AND THAT THE COMORAN CHIEF OF STATE 
ASKED FOR SPEEDY CONSIDERATION OF THE APPLICATION. FRENCH CHARGE 
LECOMPT SAID NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE COMOROS WERE CONTINUING, 

THERE WAS NO REAL SUBSTANTIVE DIFFERENCE OF VIEWS, HE 
ANTICIPATED RECEIVING INSTRUCTIONS OCT 17, AND THEREFORE FRANCE 
COULD AGREE TO DISPOSING OF THE APPLICATION THIS WEEK. THE 
PRESIDENT PROPOSED AND OBTAINED AGREEMENT FOR CONSULTATIONS 
AT 1 1 :()0 AM, OCT 17, FOLLOWED BY SC MEETING TO REFER THE 
APPLICATION TO THE ADMISSIONS COMMITTEE, WHICH WOULD MEET 
IMMEDIATELY THEREAFTER; FOLLOWED BY SC MEETING TO RECEIVE 
THAT COMMITTEE'S REPORT AND VOTE ON THE APPLICATION. EARLIER, 
LECOMPT TOLD AMB BENNETT FRANCE WILL BE INSTRUCTED NOT TO 
PARTICIPATE IN THE VOTE BUT IT EXPECTS ALL OTHER MEMBERS WILL 
VOTE FOR ADMISSION, AND FRANCE WOULD BE GLAD TO HAVE THE US MAKE 
THE CUSTOMARY STATEMENT IN THE COUNCIL TO WELCOME THE COMOROS.

SOUTH PACIFIC NUCLEAR FREE ZONE (SPNFZ) - 
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WILLIAMS (NEW ZEALAND) TOLD USDEL HER MISSION IS RECOMMENDING

COMMITTEE 1 GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENT, EITHER ENDORSING FIJI'S 
GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENT ON SPNFZ OR ALONG THE SAME LINES. SHE 
SAID THAT THE US SUGGESTION THAT A STUDY OF THE SPNFZ PROPOSAL 
BE ENDORSED RATHER THAN THE IDEA ITSELF IS UNACCEPTABLE TO 
GONZ BECAUSE IT WATERS DOWN THE PROPOSAL TOO MUCH. GONZ 
BELIEVES THE RESOLUTION IS GOOD AS IT STANDS AND TO PROPOSE 
AMENDMENTS MIGHT INVITE RADICAL CHANGES. SHE MENTIONED THAT IF 
THE US OPPOSED THE SPNFZ RESOLUTION, GONZ WOULD FEEL IT HAD 
BEEN "TAKEN IN" ON KOREA. REACTIONS FROM OTHER DELEGATIONS HAVE 
BEEN GENERALLY FAVORABLE, BUT FRIENDS AND ALLIES OF THE US AND
